At this time there were 171 dwelling houses in the town of Millis and the 
population was 683. The assessed value of all real estate was $357,215 and 
the tax rate was $13.75 per thousand. The total tax assessed for the year 1885, 
was $5,662.86. 


The First Church of Christ (front, upper right) was built in 1850. The 
steeple shown was destroyed about 1905 and was replaced by the present 
steeple. Just below the church is Partridge Hali where the first town meeting 
of the new town was held. All subsequent town meetings were held here un- 
til the hall burned on November 19, 1891. For the next two years the town 
meetings were held in the First Church of Christ. Starting in January, 1894, 
and for many years thereafter, the town meetings were held in the new Grange 
Hall, which was completed in the fall of 1893 and torn down in 1971. 


The building in the lower right was the Adams School, now the site of the 
Millis Police and Fire Station. 


The building next to the railroad tracks (lower front cover) is the Millis 
Memorial Building. It was built in 1886 asa memorial to Lansing Millisby  ——__ 
his heirs, to provide the town with rooms for town offices and a public library 
on the second floor and space for a railroad station onthe first floor. The __ 
entire building is now used for town offices and for the Millis Historical 
Society. Ma | 


On the back cover (upper center) is the estate of Dr. Charles Wesley Emer- . 
son, built in 1885 and destroyed by fire in 1911. Dr. Emerson was the founder 
of the Emerson School of Oratory in Boston. g 


The group of buildings (back cover, lower left) were the Holbrook Bell 
and Organ Factories and the Ware Organ Pipe Factory. The low building, 
second from Auburn Road, was once the East Medway Post Office.

The Annual Business Meeting of the Town of Millis, Massachusetts 
was held Monday evening, March 13, 1972, in the Junior-Senior High School 
Auditorium and was called to order by the Moderator, Philip J. Gavin, Jr., 
at 7:44PM. 


The Town Warrant calling this business meeting was signed by Select- 
men Gordon W. McFetridge, Donald M. Kuhn and Henry J. Lewandowski 
and was posted on February 25, 1972 by William F. Carlson, Constable, in 
accordance with the by-laws of the Town of Millis.

The invocation was given by Rev. Crawford F. Coombes of St. Paul’s 
Episcopal Church. 


Recognition was given by the Moderator to Town Counsel, John F. 
St. Cyr, who has recently been appointed Associate Justice of the District 
Court of Western Norfolk. 


The Moderator announced that if this meeting is recessed anyone 
wishing to have an article reconsidered must call the town office, giving 
their name and the article they wish to have reconsidered, by 12:00 o‘clock 
on Thursday. 
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Articles 38, 50, 51 and 52 have been withdrawn from the warrant. 


Motion made that the reading of the warrant and return of the service 
thereof be omitted and it was Voted. 


Motion made that the Moderator be granted unanimous consent to 
omit the reading of the articles and refer to them under numbers and subject 
matter and it was Voted. 


Articles 1 and 2 were acted on at the Town Election. 


Motion made by Mr. Charles Levine that Articles 74 and 75 be con- 
sidered prior to Article 3 and it was Voted. 


Article 74. To see if the town will vote to amend the by-laws by 
striking out Section 5 in Article III and inserting in place thereof the follow- 
ing: “Section 5. The Selectmen shall procure, with the approval of the Board 
of Health, and the Department of Public Works shall maintain some suitable 
place as a public dump, upon which the inhabitants of this town shall have 
the right, under suitable regulations to be made from time to time by the 
Department of Public Works, to deposit ashes, cinders, papers, tin cans, and 
such other rubbish as may be permitted by the Department of Public Works 
with the approval of the Board of Health. Said dump shall be under the 
care and supervision of the Department of Public Works.” or act in any 
manner relating thereto. 


VOTED that the town amend its by-laws by striking out Section 5 in 
Article III and inserting in place thereof the following: Section 5. The 
Selectmen shall procure, with the approval of the Board of Health, and the 
Department of Public Works shall maintain some suitable place as a public 
dump, upon which the inhabitants of this town shall have the right, under 
suitable regulations to be made from time to time by the Department of 
Public Works, to deposit ashes, cinders, papers, tin cans and such other 
rubbish as may be permitted by the Department of Public Works with the 
approval of the Board of Health. Said dump shall be under the care and 
supervision of the Department of Public Works. 
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The Moderator announced that Article 75 would be taken up after 
Article 5. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Schedule “A”, 
Classification Plan, and Schedule “B”, Salary Plan, and other related parts, 
as outlined in the Personnel Committee report dated January 14, 1972, or 
act in any manner relating thereto. 


VOTED that the town adopt Schedule “A”, Classification Plan and 
Schedule “B”, Salary Plan and other related parts as outlined in the 
Personnel Committee report dated January 14, 1972. Each classification 
to be considered a separate item. 
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Article 4. To see if the town will vote to adopt the following Over- 
time Pay. Town Employee Benefits, Schedule C, in addition to the existing 
overtime pay scale for snow removal. “Overtime Pay-regular full time 
employees, exclusive of department heads, will be paid at the rate of time 
and one half for all hours worked in excess of forty (40) hours per week 
within the departments where the employee works if regularly employed. 
Such overtime pay will not exceed eight (8) hours per week. This section 
shall apply to employees paid on a weekly or monthly basis but not to 
those paid on an annual basis. This section shall not apply to time spent in 
responding to fire call, snow removal, court time or water standby. This 
overtime pay article shall take effect immediately upon acceptance by the 
town,” or act in any manner relating thereto.

This 
section shall not apply to time spent in responding to fire call, snow removal, 
court time or water standby. This overtime pay article shall take effect 
immediately upon acceptance by the town.” 


Article S. To see if the town will vote to fix the compensation of 
elected officers, provide for a reserve fund, and to determine what sums of 
money the town will raise and appropriate including appropriations from 
available funds, to defray charges and expenses of the town, including debt 
and interest, for the ensuing year, or act in any manner relating thereto. 


VOTED that the amounts of money set forth in the printed report 
of the Finance Committee be appropriated or transferred for the several 
purposes therein itemized, each numbered item being considered as a 
separate appropriation or transfer and that the same be expended only for 
such purpose. Only the amounts bearing item numbers may be voted.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Millis for the period from January 1, 1969, 
the date of the previous audit, to November 20, 1971, and, in addition, 
have extended the audit of the tax collector’s accounts to December 31, 
1971, the following report being made thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town, or committing 
bills for collection, were examined and reconciled with the books and 
reports in the town accountant’s office and with the records of the town 
treasurer. 
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The books and accounts of the town accountant were examined and 
checked. The receipts as recorded were checked with the available depart- 
mental records and with the treasurer's books, while the payments were 


compared with the treasury warrants authorizing the disbursement of 
town funds. 


The ledgers were analyzed, the appropriation accounts were checked 
with the amounts voted by the town as shown on the town clerk’s 
records of town meetings, the transfers from the reserve fund were com- 
pared with the amounts authorized by the finance committee, while 
other accounts were checked with the records of the various departments 
in which transactions originated. A trial balance was taken off, the nec- 
essary adjusting entries resulting from the audit were made, and a balance 
sheet, showing the financial condition of the town on November 20, 
1971, was prepared and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined. The recorded 
receipts were compared with the records of the various departments receiy- 
img money for the town and with other sources from which money was 
paid into the town treasury, while the recorded payments were checked 
with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the treasurer to disburse town 
funds and with the town accountant’s records. The cash book was footed 
and the treasurer’s cash balance on November 20, 1971 was proved by 
actual count of the cash in the office, by examination of a savings bank 
book, and by reconciliation of the bank balances with certificates and 
statements furnished by the banks of deposit. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were compared 
with the amounts falling due and were checked with the cancelled secur- 
ities and coupons on file. The outstanding bonds and coupons were listed 
and reconciled with statements showing the balances held by the banks of 
deposit. 

The savings bank books representing the investment of the trust and 
investment funds in the custody of the town treasurer were examined and 
listed. The income and withdrawals were proved, and the transfers to the 
town were yerified. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town were 
examined. The amounts transferred to the tax title account were compared 
with the tax collector’s books, the tax title redemptions were checked with 
the treasurer's recorded receipts, the foreclosures were verified, and the 
tax titles and tax possessions on hand November 20, 1971 were listed, 
reconciled with the controlling accounts in the accountant’s ledger, and 
compared with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 
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The records of payroll deductions for Federal and State taxes, Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield, group insurance and the county retirement system 
were examined and checked in detail, and the payments to the proper 
agencies were verified. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked. The taxes, excise, and assessments outstanding at the time of the 
previous examination, as well as all subsequent commitments, were audited 
and reconciled with the assessors’ warrants. The payments to the treasurer 
were checked with the treasurer’s cash book, the recorded abatements 
were compared with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, the 
transfers to the tax title account were checked, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and reconciled with the respective ledger controls. 
The cash balance on December 31, 1971 was proved by reconciliation of 
the bank balance with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit and 
by actual count of the petty cash in the office. 


Aggregates of the outstanding tay. excise and assessments, as well as of 
the outstanding sewer and water accounts, were given to the board of 
assessors, and the board of public works commissioners, respectively, for 
the purpose of recommitment to the new tax collector. 


The commitments of departmental, water, and sewer accounts receiv- 
able were examined and checked. The recorded payments to the treasurer 
were compared with the treasurer’s cash book, the abatements were veri- 
fied, and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with the 
respective ledger accounts. 


Verification of the outstanding tax, excise, sewer, and water accounts 
was made by mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town, the replies received thereto 
indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The assessors’ computations of the tax rates for the years 1969, 1970 
and 1971 were examined and checked. The records of abatements granted 
by the board of assessors were examined and checked with the books of 
the tax collector and the town accountant, while the warrants to the 
collector were listed and compared with the detailed commitment lists. 


The records of apportioned sewer and water assessments were examined. 
The payments in advance and the amounts added to taxes were verified, 
while the apportionments due in future years were listed and proved with 
the town accountant’s ledger accounts. 


The financial records of the town clerk pertaining to dog and sporting 
licenses issued, as well as to miscellaneous receipts, were examined. The 
payments to the State were checked with the receipts on file and the pay-

ents to the treasurer were compared with the treasurer's cash book. The 
h balance was proved by actual count of the cash in the office and by 
neiliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by the bank 
of deposit. 

___ The town clerk's records of financial votes passed at town meetings 

_ were checked with the town accountant’s ledger and reconciled with the 
_ ageregates used by the assessors in the recapitulation of the 1969, 1970 
and 197] tax rates. 


__. The surety bonds of the officials required to file them for the faithful 
_ performance of their duties were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The records of departmental collections by the selectmen, the sealer of 
weights and measures and the building and wire inspectors, as well as by 
the police. health, sewer, highway, school and library departments, and by 
all other departments collecting money for the town, were examined and 
checked. The payments to the town treasurer were verified and the cash 
on hand in the several departments was proved by actual count. 


It was noted that the cemetery department issued five deeds for the 
sales of lots and for perpetual care in error amounting to $1,150.00 
because payment was not received by the town for these transactions. A 
list was prepared for the use of the cemetery department to bill the 
individuals owing money to the town. 

It is recommended that all departments collecting money for the 
town keep a permanent cash record of receipts, showing the date and 
purpose of the receipt, from whom received, the amount, and the date 
paid into the town treasury. 


The records of guarantee deposits for sewer and water connections 
were examined. The recorded deposits and transfers to the town to cover 
the cost of work done were verified and proved with the treasurer's and 
the town accountant’s books, and the deposits on hand were listed and 
proved. 

In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this report 
tables showing reconciliations of the several cash accounts, summaries of 
the tax. excise. assessment, tax title, tax possession, departmental, and 
water accounts. as well as schedules showing the condition and trans- 
actions of the trust and investment funds. 


I wish to express appreciation, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself. for the cooperation received from the town officials while en- 
gaged in making the audit.

Members of your School Committee for the months of January and 
February in 1972 included the following: Raymond L. Gehling, Jr., Chairman, 


_ Reverend Robert D. Fay, Secretary, Francis P. Keaney, Associate Member, 


John H. Merrill, Associate Member and John F. O’Rourke, Associate Member. 


Following the annual Town election the Committee held a special meet- 
ing and organized in the following manner: Raymond L. Gehling, Jr., reelected 
Chairman, Rev. Robert D. Fay, reelected Secretary, John H. Merrill, Associate 
Member, Francis P. Keaney, Associate Member, Warren Jordan, Associate 
Member. 


Reverend Robert Fay resigned for health reasons effective June 19, 1972. 
At a joint meeting of the Board of Selectmen and the School Committee, 
J_ Francis O’Rourke former School Committee member was appointed to fill 
the vacancy up to election time. 


The members of the School Committee, administration, faculty and school 
personnel trust that Father Fay’s health will be restored quickly so that he 
may return to parish work. The School Committee appreciates his contri- 
bution for the benefit of youth and the community during his tenure of 
office. 


During the school year the Principals were present, by arrangement, to 
discuss personnel, programs, preliminary budgets and curricula. 


Driver Education has been continued with the classroom instruction 
being given during the regular school day and the “Behind the Wheel Train- 
ing” scheduled after school hours. The Fred C. Browne Ford Agency of 
Walpole makes two cars available for this purpose for which we are grateful. 


The School Committee has sponsored youth summer recreational programs 
which include swimming and safety instruction at the Hopkinton State Park. 
Evening Practical Arts courses and classes in art and woodworking for adults 
are planned during the school year. 


Schoo] Committee policy relating to bids include preparation, adver- 
tising, public opening for the following contracts: bus, supplies, equipment, 
fuel, milk, bread, typewriters, etc. 
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Maintenance of school grounds and buildings is a continuous process 
during the four seasons of the year. 


Pupil insurance is offered on a voluntary basis to parents. Because of the 
numbers involved the rates are reasonable and serious consideration about 
participation in the program should be given by parents. At the opening of 
School each year, information concerning the program is made available. 

All claims to date have been honored which are in keeping with the coverage 
offered by the policy. 


The Committee continues to serve as co-sponsor of the Brownies, Cub 
Scouts, Girl Scouts, Boy Scouts and Explorers. 


The Committee voted that Raymond Gehling would be the delegate and 
Warren Jordan the alternate delegate at the annual meeting of the Massachu- 
setts Association of School Committees which was held at the Sheraton- 
Hyannis, in October. Dr. Roy, Superintendent also attended this convention. 
The Committee maintains an active membership in the Area II School 
Committee Association. 


The School Committee has endorsed the participation of the local school 
system in various federal supported programs which include, Program for 
Students with Learning Disabilities, Early Childhood, Public Law 89-10, 
Title I Summer Elementary School Program, Title II Library Program, and 
the National Defense Education Act Program. Leadership in these programs 
exerted by the Superintendent and Principals is most beneficial. 


The School Committee and Millis Teachers’ Association, an affiliate of 
the Massachusetts Teachers’ Association, have been negotiating for the 1973- 
1974 contract since last October. Chairman Raymond Gehling, Jr. is the 
spokesman for the School Committee which meets as a sub-committee with 
the local teachers’ group and their spokesman is Robert Fraser of the Massa- 
chusetts Teachers’ Association. President of the Millis Teachers’ Association 
Mrs. Carolyn Paton and staff members from the local elementary and secon- 
dary levels and Mr. Thomas Collins, Elementary Supervising Principal repre- 
senting the administration, Superintendent of Schools Dr. Roy attended all 
meetings. By mutual agreement the meetings are conducted in closed session. 
It is anticipated that the agreement for September 1973-1974 shall be re- 
solved in the near future. 
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The School Committee has devoted much time and effort studying, ad- 
justing and reviewing its budget with administrators, coordinators, depart- 
ment heads, cafeteria manager, and head custodian, and believe its request 
is a minimum to operate efficiently and effectively the schools for 1973. 


In closing, the Committee wishes to extend its thanks to the members 
| of the faculty, administrators, school personnel, Town Departments, Amer- 
4 ican Legion, members of the PTA, the Lions Club, and the Townspeople 
for their cooperation and assistance in making the school year of 1972 
beneficial and profitable.

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period which federal funds are anticipated. This will be in June 1974. In the 
meantime the program will be evaluated locally, regionally, and by state 
agencies repersenting the federal government. 


Today collective bargaining, state, public and pupil involvement are areas 
closely allied to the educational program. In effect application of these may 
be guided by law but in addition moral persuasion is a factor in the final 
determination. 


REGIONAL SPECIAL EDUCATION 


Millis has been participating in the Tri Valley Regional Special Education 
Program since September 1970 with the towns of Ashland, Holliston and 
Medway. In September 1971 Hopkinton and Medfield were added. All six 
towns plan to continue participation. Programs are offered for the educable, 
trainable and emotionally disturbed. 


Provisions are made for special class students to attend on a tuition basis 
the Lawrenceville School in Framingham and they will be attending the South 
Middlesex Regional Vocational School which is operated by the Tri Valley in 
Ashland in September under the same plan. 


VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 


We urge your support of the program which has been endorsed by our 
Millis representatives John Ritchie, Secretary of the Norfolk-Bristol County 
Regional Vocational Technical School Committee and Francis Keaney, School 
Committee representative and your School Committee and School Adminis- 
tration. Their recommendations are in this Town Report. 


Major issues for the School Committee ranked as high priorities in my 
opinion include collective bargaining, budget, plant and curriculum. The 
first two, collective bargaining and budget are very closely related. Finalizing 
the collective bargaining agreement with the teachers local group may run 
from 60% to 80% of the budget. 


Considerable time is consumed working out both the collective bargaining 
agreement and budget detail. Some school committees employ professional 
negotiators to do their bargaining but up to now the Millis School Committee 
does its own. 
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School Committees are interested in quality education. Studies show that 
changes advocated by superintendent, administration and faculty with parent 
approval when put into effect generally work out. 


Some of these in our system might include flexible scheduling for grades 3 
and 4; departmentalization for grades 5S and 6; regional special education 
program; early childhood; open campus; modular scheduling; program for 
children with learning disabilities. 


EDUCATIONAL GOALS 


School systems throughout the state were given an assignment to prepare 
Educational Goals. In Millis through our office meetings were conducted in- 
volving Elementary Subject Matter Chairmen, Secondary Department Heads, 
Coordinators and Administrators. Next by subject matter as co-chairmen, 
the Elementary Subject Matter Chairmen and Secondary Department Heads 
met with subject matter teachers and prepared the various goals for each area. 
These were compiled and our report sent to the State Department of Edu- 
cation. This booklet of Goals is serving as background information for further 
study in our school system. 


All subject matter areas including art, music, physical education, home 
economics will use this material as a guide in their deliberations. 


Our local Curriculum Committee, Student Rights and Responsibilities 
Committee will also be involved in further study with our Local Educational 
Goals as a basis for their study. 


TAXES 


In California the Serrano Priest decision relating to the property tax for 
the support of education indicated inequalities. Treatment of children has 
in some instances, in our country, not necessarily been based on differences 
in them, but in their places of residence. 


With our present state aid formula in the judgment of many, the equality 
of financial support, which is an imaginary goal, is not approached in practice. 


Provisions must be made for education according to the need of the pupil. 
It has been pointed out in R. L. Johns’ study relating to finances, and we 
in education know, that the cost for elementary education, as compared to 
cost for junior high school, senior high school, special education, vocational 
education, vary and these factors must be included in the overall study. Some 
day, it is hoped that financial assistance from the federal and state levels 
will tend to reduce the heavy financial burden at the local level. 
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May I, at this time, extend my appreciation for the cooperation and 
assistance rendered by the members of the School Committee, the principals, 
our staff, the entire school personnel, all local organizations, and the towns- 
people.

REPORT OF THE MILLIS JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL 
William A. Vellante, Principal 


The impact of change in recent years has been so great that even the edu- 
cational leaders at the national level did not foresee the drastically changing 
face of education and its demands. There was a strong feeling that with a 
few innovations and adjustments, it would be relatively simple to provide a 
better society. The critical issues which face educators are complex and, at 
times, frustrating. Some of these critical issues are: student and teacher 
militancy, negotiations, learning disabled programs, extended school year, 
open classroom, open campus, vocational education, ecology, pollution, the 
drug menace, underground newspapers, the alcohol problem, sex education, 
smoking issues, individualized instruction, independent study, college type 
scheduling, early graduation, career education and educational goals. 


One of the more prominent changes focusing on the High School level 
was the Open Campus program which was sanctioned by the State Depart- 
ment of Education, and approved by our own School Committee. 


The program is gradually implemented at the High School level and 
presently only Juniors and Seniors enjoy the full privileges of Open Campus. 
The primary objective is to offer the student an opportunity to assume 
more responsibility for his own growth and development. The most success- 
ful phase of the plan appears to be the volunteer program whereby students 
volunteer their time to assist teachers at all levels of the local public school 
_ €ducation. One of the more obvious outcomes of Open Campus is the 
pleasant climate that prevails in the school. Students are more receptive to 
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learning and are not “up tight” about every incident that may occur. There 
is little or no unrest, and a more cooperative spirit between the Staff and 
the students exists. More community involvement and citizen participation 
are encouraged. We look forward to the day when more parents will attend 
mini-courses with students on a daily or weekly basis. 


During faculty meetings, discussion often centered around a desire to have 
more instructional time on some days. It was with this thought in mind that 
a modified flexible modular schedule was introduced at the Junior-Senior 
High School. The units of time were subdivided so that some classes met 
more than the prescribed 46 minutes, and others met less. In varying degrees, 
modular scheduling has provided more time for small group instruction, 
provision for some team teaching, individual instruction, and an increased 
opportunity for more effective teacher utilization as resource teachers. A pri- 
mary objective is to help students develop attitudes to become independent, self- 
reliant, “self starters”, in addition to helping them seek knowledge and under- 
standing. 


Classroom instruction has also been undergoing change with impact. 
The changes have not been because of Open Campus or modular scheduling 
but rather through the necessity of updating a curriculum which should not 
be static but dynamic. Courses, added or revised, are many and varied. Half- 
year Courses are rapidly being introduced and extremely popular with the 
students. Amont the half-year courses introduced this school year are: 
Recordkeeping, Business Law, Data Processing, Consumer Economics, | 
Machine Transcription, Letter Writing, Public Speaking, Journalism, Indi- 
vidual Reading, Nobel Prize Winners, Humanities, Intruduction to the Be- 
haviorial Sciences, Sociology of the Family, Introduction to Psychology, and 
Social Psychology. Additional full year courses introduced this school year 


are Consumer Mathematics, Extended Algebra, BSCS Green Version and 
General Physics. 


The Music Department has expanded to include both a Junior High School 
and High School Band. There are also boys’ and girls’ choruses at the Junior 
High School level. There is a renewed interest in the High School chorus. 
Exchange concerts have been held with Gardner High School, Hanson Junior 
High School and Medway Junior High School. The Music Department has 
Presented programs to the public among which were “Bye, Bye Birdie” and 
“Instrumental Holiday”, The American Theatre and Music class has sponsored 
‘DU feebng theatrical programs. It is presently engaged in a documentary re- 
garding Millis High School and a play called “You’re A Good Man, Charlie 
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Brown”. Strong support has been received from the Millis Parents’ Music 
Association, and their interest for the continued success of the Music Depart- 
ment is deeply appreciated and acknowledged. 


Space does not permit expanding on each of the subject areas but many 
new and exciting programs are presented to the students in art, business, 
science, social studies, foreign language, industrial arts and mathematics, in 
addition to other areas not mentioned here. 


The Guidance Department, because of increasing demands, desires ex- 
panded services. In addition to counseling: testing; college, school, and job 
placement; the department must also focus on special needs of students such 
as career development, emotional problems, learning disabilities, special 
resource teaching, school adjustment and tutoring. 


Although changes continue to take place at a rapid pace, students are 
now pursuing five subjects and participating in athletics, band, chorus, Class 
Day, student council, honor societies, advisory councils, and other school- 
related, school-sponsored activities, too numerous to mention in this report. 


The approach to change is by no means complete. We must face the 
future which will demand constant updating. The future insists that we 
continue to investigate individualized student-instruction, more flexibility, 
increased student and citizen involvement, a search for improved learning 
disabled programs, and the implementation of education goals. 


We wish to thank all those organizations which have assisted and co- 
operated with us to make secondary education at Millis interesting and 
educationally sound. 


In conclusion, your principal acknowledges the support and cooperation 
of the Superintendent, Dr. George C. Roy, the School Committee, and the 
professional and non-instructional staff members.

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REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 
Thomas P. Collins, Elementary Supervising Principal 


The following includes excerpts form both elementary assistant admini- 
strators. 


li is with great pleasure that I submit my third annual report as Elementary 
Supervising Principal. 


The Educational staff in the Elementary schools are fully realizing that 
each child is unique: that children have a wide range of abilities, aptitudes, 
experiences and enthusiasms and with widely differing self concepts, learning 
rates, learning styles, and goals. Consequently, during the year special 
emphasis has been placed on programs that have enabled the staff to real- 
istically meet the special needs of our pupils. 


Of prime importance to many pupils was the development of a Language 
Disability Program for which the State Department of Education under 
Title VI of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act awarded the Millis 
Elementary Schools a grant totalling $14,000. The project provides individual 
and small group instruction to pupils who fail to learn or forget what they 
have learned from one day to the next. Usually it is the rudiments of reading | 
or spelling or number concepts that elude the child. Upon referral the pupil 
is often found to have normal intelligence, vision, hearing and is usually 
capable in some ways but makes little or no academic progress. 


Our participation in the Early Childhood Resource Center continued and 
expanded to include two pilot classes in Grade 3. Open enrollment in the 
Program was initiated and meetings were held between parents and school 
personnel to discuss the benefits of involvement. Those pupils and parents 
actively participating have expressed their satisfaction with this humanistic 
approach to education which encourages close relationships with common 
experiences and materials in the child’s own environment. 


_ Curriculum workshops have afforded the staff with various experiences 

in all areas of instruction at the elementary level. Many of the sessions were 
conducted by members of our own staff while others introduced consultants 
from outside resources, Of particular value to our immediate needs were 
seminars sponsored by the Early Childhood Resource Center, an In-Service 
Meeting on Learning Disabilities by a staff member from the Bureau of 


Special Education, and a workshop directed by a mathematics consultant 
from Houghton Mifflin Company. 
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fhe most tangible evidence that emerged from our In-Service workshops 
the completion of a comprehensive booklet entitled “Educational Goals 
2 Millis Public Schools”. 


A vaniety of programs on Safety Education were introduced into our 
through the combined efforts of Safety Officer Albert Baima of 
the Millis Police Department and Elementary School Personnel. The Police 
Ladies who direct traffic and insure the safety of our children at school 
crossings were also instrumental in discussing aspects of safety as well as 
explaining the newly created Block Mothers’ Program. 


Through the creation of the position of School Adjustment Counselor 
the Pupil Personnel Services at the Elementary level have been increased to 
provide assistance to individuals, families and school personnel in areas where 
difficulty is being experienced with adjustment to the academic, social and/or 
emotional aspects of a child’s development. 


The Parent-Teachers Association has been quite active in sponsoring 
@ctivities. An event somewhat different in nature which proved to be quite 
informative as well as successful was a program during which the community 
Gad the opportunity to “Know Your Elementary Schools Better”. A series of 
panel discussions explored and explained instructional and service areas in the 
schools and clarification on many points resulted from the dialogue between 
panelists and the audience. 


American Education Week, National Library Week, Fire Prevention Week, 
holidays and other special events were observed in a respectful and meaning- 
fal manner throughout the year. 


Many staff members served on committees with citizens of the town to 
discuss and resolve issues of concern pertaining to school and community 
needs. All individuals involved are to be commended for their efforts and 


“Cooperation. 


_ Acomprehensive testing program was conducted through the Elementary 
Schools i in which assessment in the areas of intelligence, achievement and 
geading readiness was made. In addition, special testing of pupils exhibiting 
‘Symptoms of learning difficulties was carried out. 


7 A project written to improve instruction in the area of Reading at the 
‘Elementary level received approval of the State Department of Education 
“and funds totalling $3,016.20 were awarded to the town of Millis. This

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money is used to purchase supplies, materials and equipment and will aid in 
providing better educational programs. 


Although the year provided many challenges I feel they have been met, 
and in most cases success achieved as the result of the continued cooperation 
and assistance given me by the School Committee, Dr. Roy, my assistant 
principals, staff members, parents, pupils and citizens of the community.

REPORT OF THE MEDICAL DEPARTMENT 
Jacob J. Zalvan, M.D., Director 


During a period of more than thirty years, we have watched the Medical 
Department grow from a one doctor -- one nurse team to a one doctor and 
Board of Health unit organization with multiple nurses, secretaries and aides; 
from a single medical office to three offices, one in each school building; 
from a student body of 450 to one of nearly 1800. Initially, every student 
was examined annually; now we examine every third class; also examinations 
are given to all students participating in all sports (this year we added urine 
screening testing); furthermore, examinations are given to new employees 
and annual physicals to the school bus drivers; and, finally, besides being 
present at all home football games, we attend to the athletic injuries or 
arrange for specialized care when necessary. 


Our objective is always the optimal health of the school age child. The 
routine physicals determine the health status of the pupils after which par- 


ents are advised of the findings and encouraged to correct remediable defects. 


Efforts are made to prevent and control disease. The nursing staff provides 
emergency service for injury or sudden illness, with referral to the school 
doctor if necessary; a great deal of time is also spent on the annual hearing 
and vision tests, as well as the measurements of heights and weights. All the 
above are carefully recorded on each pupil’s chart. 


The routine physical examinations this year showed the most common 
defects to be in the throat, teeth, feet, posture and nutrition. Preventive 
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medicine was carried out under the sponsorship of the Board of Health 
which offered clinics for vaccination against Diphtheria, Whooping Cough, 

7 . “Polio”, Measles, German Measles, Mumps and “Flu”, Fortunately, 
were no serious athletic injuries. 


The Medical Department acknowledges the importance of the watchful- 
ness of the faculty in the detection of abnormalities in their students and 

_ of the cooperation of the parents in carrying out our suggestions. Thanks 

_ are also due to our Zealous and devoted staff.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The responsibilities of the conservation commission were greatly expanded 
-m 1972, primarily because of changes in state laws regulating use of wetlands. 
In February, a modification of the “Hatch Act” gave the conservation com- 
mission the responsibility of conducting hearings on any proposed changes in 
the use of wetlands in Millis. Under this act three hearings were held for filling 
wetlands on the north side of Route 109 in the Black Swamp. Upon conclu- 
sion of the hearings, recommendations were made and forwarded to the 
Massachusetts Department of Natural Resources where final approval is to be 
made. 


In October, further responsibilities were given to the commission when the 
_ Hatch Act and the Jones Act (regulating coastal wetlands) were merged into 
the new Wetland Protection Act, Chapter 784 of the Acts of 1972. Under the 
new law the conservation commission will continue to conduct hearings and 
to make recommendations. It will also make the decisions on any restrictions 
and will enforce these restrictions. The act is a regulatory law that controls, 
but does not completely ban, wetland development. The Act states: 


No person shall remove, fill, dredge or alter any bank, beach, dune, 

flat, marsh, meadow or swamp bordering on the ocean or on any 
estuary, creek, river, stream, pond or lake, or any land under said 
2 waters or any land subject to tidal action, coastal storm flowage, or 

flooding without filing written notice of his intention to so remove, 

fill, dredge or alter, including such plans as may be necessary to 

describe such proposed activity and its effect on the environment, 

at least sixty days prior to any such removing, filling, dredging or 

altering. 
_ Anyone wishing to carry out any such project should notify the conservation 
commission well in advance to ensure compliance with the law. This protec- 
_ tion is important in view of the constant pressures to degrade the natural 
benefits which are provided by the wetlands. It is the wetlands, which this 
town is fortunate to have, which provide natural catch basins. By storing, 
then releasing, rain water slowly, wetlands prevent flash floods down stream. 
_ The gradual release of the water from the wetlands enables some of the storm 
water to drain into the ground where it replenishes ground water supplies, 
_ keeps springs bubbling and fills wells. Draining, filling or paving over a marsh 
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or swamp will destroy its natural ability to store water. The water will 
rapidly run off, wasted—lost to reservoirs—-lost to agriculture—useless to 
industry. We trust that all concerned within the community will cooperate 
with the commission in carrying out the intent of the act. 


The conservation commission has also spent considerable effort in pre- 
paring an open space and recreation plan this year. This involves a full review 
of the natural resources within the community, an establishment of objec- 
tives for the future, and the finalization of recommendations. This plan is 
important to Millis as it will provide the basis upon which we will be entitled 
to apply for self-help funding from the state. The funding could be up to 
50 percent of the purchase price of the land which is to be acquired. Land 
must be acquired to satisfy conservation and recreationneeds for the future. 
Until the conservation commission’s plan, or a town master plan, is approved, 
Millis will not be eligible for state or federal aid in buying conservation land 
or developing parks or recreation areas. Early in 1973 we will be working 
with the Norfolk Conservation District to develop a natural resources inven- 
tory of the town. We will also review our plans with interested citizens and 
boards within the community. After finalization by mid-1973, the plan will 
be submitted to the Mass. Department of Natural Resources for approval. 
When this is accomplished, the commission can move ahead to provide areas 
for all kinds of recreation as well as “protected” areas. 


In conjunction with the Millis Department of Public Works, the commis- 
sion has continued to support and make known the benefits of recycling to 
the community. The department of public works has provided space at the 
town disposal area for citizens to participate in recycling by dropping off 
their bottles, cans, and papers in one central area. This permits all to con- 
tribute to necessary ecological improvements, saves dump space, and in add- 
ition, the town receives payment for the recycled paper. 


Members of the commission have made known to interested citizens the 
long-range benefits of conservation restrictions under the state conservation 
restriction act, Chapter 666 of the Acts of 1969. 


Briefly stated, a conservation restriction is a legally enforceable 
agreement between an owner of real property and a governmental 
body or a charitable organization by which the owner promises to 
keep his land in essentially the same state as it is at the time of the 
agreement. In other words, it is a device by which a property owner 
agrees not to develop his land. Such a restriction runs with the land 
and is therefore binding upon any subsequent owners of the real 
estate. It is valid and enforceable “in perpetuity,” unless the owner 
places a limitation on its term of operation as part of the restriction.

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Two important facts to remember about conservation restrictions are: 

first, the title to the property remains with its owner and second, the 

public does not obtain any rights to enter upon the restricted land un- 

less the landowner gives specific permission. 
Anyone interested in this kind of restriction and its benefits to the town and 
to the landowner should inquire for additional information from the con- 
servation commission. 


We are encouraged by the positive action of GAF this year to improve the 
fume control of the facility in Millis. They have installed a thermal oxidizer. 
It is hoped this will relieve a long-standing problem in the town. 


The commission appreciates the whole-hearted support of the youth and 
adults that participated in the second annual roadside clean-up. This was a 
yolunteer involvement to remove the discarded bottles, cans, and papers 
from the roads in order to improve the appearance of the community. It was 
a very worthwhile effort and one which will be continued in 1973.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


__ The two major points of emphasis of this department over the past year, 
1 beyond regular police business, have been, 1., internal improvement of the 

| department in terms of resources and quality of services rendered, and, 2., 

| efforts to improve communications and engender greater mutual understand- 


| img between the police department and the citizens of this community. 


Several of our officers have attended various schools and seminars to in- 
crease their effectiveness in serving the community. 


Officers David Egy and William Carlson attended a course in crime scene 
search at state police academy in Framingham which was sponsored by the 
federal government. As a result of their successful completion of this course, 

the Millis Police Department was awarded an FBI Crime Kit containing, 
among other crime-solving aids, sophisticated equipment for the lifting and 
preserving of fingerprints. 


Set. Frank Newell and Officer Egy attended the advanced cardio-pulmonary 
resuscitation course sponsored by the Heart Association at Milford Hospital. 


Set. Hugh Mick and Officer Carlson are members of the Norfolk County 
Narcotics Association and attend monthly seminars and workshops. 


Chief Smith, Sgt. Newell and Sgt. Mick are all members of the Norfolk 
County Prosecutors Association and attend its meetings and seminars on a 
| regular basis. 


Knowing and using the special resources and expertise of police depart- 
ments in surrounding towns and offering ours to them is another important 
aspect of internal improvement. An example of this is our department’s 
crime kit. One of our officers was called in to help a department in a neigh- 
boring town with fingerprinting. By the same token, Millis sought the aid of 
another department that has an Identi-kit and a composite artist to visually 
record the descriptions of suspects in an armed robbery in Millis. 


Our department also did an investigation into the impact of voice privacy 
Scrambler systems on police security and invited police and fire departments 
from many other towns to a demonstration of the equipment. 
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Future plans for internal improvement include the assignment of one of — 
our officers as a detective with some time given to crime investigation 
only. Although some 67 percent of the crimes committed appear to have 
solved for 1972, at least a part-time detective (three days or so a week) 
would greatly improve this percentage. 


On the level of interaction with the community, Chief Smith encouraged 
the efforts of the Millis Ladies’ Firefighters Auxiliary to establish a block 
mother group in this town and spoke at their organizational meeting. Sgt. 
Hugh Mick conducted a first aid course for parents which was sponsored by iz i 
the town’s recreation department and Officer William Carlson presented at 
the Church of Christ a drug program geared to an adult audience. Officer 


of several drug programs geared to various age groups, particularly the 
elementary grades; and it is planned to continue this program. 


Safety Officer Albert Baima, ably assisted by the women who serve as 


has introduced an expanded safety program into the school system at the 
elementary level. 


The department has also maintained a more extensive liaison with the 
local press over the last year, meeting regularly with the reporters from the 
Milford Daily News and the Suburban Press and Recorder in order to more 
thoroughly inform the public. 


All officers on the force, regular and special, have contributed to the in- 
ternal and external improvement of this department. We would like to take 
this opportunity to give special recognition to the women who serve as traffic 
safety officers and to the school bus drivers who continue to do a superb job 
with our children and their safety.

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REPORT OF THE INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 


As pointed out in our last annual report, there is urgent need for an 
overall, carefully and expertly engineered master plan for the town of 
Millis if sound industrial development, beneficial to all residents over the 
years, is to take place here. a 


At the town meeting of March, 1972, authorization was given to pro- 
ceed with the drawing up of a master plan and funds were allocated. i 
The IDC gave unanimous support to the enabling article. However, as 
has been well publicized, engineering firms of the caliber needed for 
competent consulting assistance wete unwilling to operate on a com- g 
petetive bid basis and there the matter stands today. 


The IDC has remained in close contact with the planning board, 
which is, of course, charged with leadership in the matter of the master 
plan study and is ready to give assistance in any way possible when 
work is at last actually commenced on this vital project. 


Support this year was given by the IDC to one proposal involving the _ 
rezoning from residential to industrial of a small acreage not for the 
most part conforming to the pattern of the neighborhood. This plan was 
rejected at the November special town meeting due to technicalities and 
the lack of an adequate “buffer strip” but the concept of achieving via 
the rezoning an unbroken industrial-commercial frontage along Route 109 
at the location in question seems realistic and appropniate. 


IDC members have attended various area and state sponsored meet- 
ings; and hosted one such meeting, focused on matters affecting indus- 
trial development techniques in communities such as ours, to keep in 
touch with progress in this field. 


A number of inquiries from outside firms interested in the possibility 
of locating in Millis have been processed. 


A monograph published by the Massachusetts Department of Commerce 
and Industry, updated to July 1972, containing much detail on the 
characteristics, make-up, and resources of the town of Millis has been 
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and passed on to interested parties (such as the firms mentioned 
interested in Millis as a possible new home). Copies are available

_ setts Communicable Disease Division spoke on venereal disease at two assembly 
; programs for students from the seventh to twelfth grades. She explained 

__ methods of contact, symptoms and prevalence of syphillis and gonorrhea. 


__ Tuberculosis detection clinics for the elementary and junior high are no 
longer recommended in Millis (low risk community). Due to the low rate of 
_ tuberculin-positive school children, it shows that the community contains no 
_ uncontrolled active cases. 


All patients requiring x-rays in Millis will have to go to Norfolk County 
Hospital, Braintree. 


The immunization law states that every child has to be immunized against 

_ tieasles before entering school. Due to outbreaks of measles in many Massachu- 
_ *&tts communities, a survey was conducted through grade eight to identify un- 

_ vaccinated children. Letters were sent to parents to immediately vaccinate 

_ their children against measles. 
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Several new record forms to facilitate the transmission or recording of 
health data have also developed as a result of this and other surveys. 


Now the United States Public Health Service and the American Academy — 
of Pediatrics feels that routine smallpox vaccination of infants is no longer 
necessary for school entrance. 


By the end of the calendar year, we had plans formulated for a “Fish” 
(Friends in Service Helping) program for Millis. Our aim is to help our neigh- 
bors who have no one else to turn to. We provide transportation to the 
doctor’s office, do marketing for the elderly or shut-in, read to the blind, 
provide meals for an invalid, etc. 


Information on Millis Fish, or Fish in general, call 376-2394. I have 
always liked the saying “Friendship halves your grief and doubles your joy!”

REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 


The demands on the office of town counsel and the complexities of the | 
matters handled by that office have increased substantially from year to year, 
and 1972 was no exception. 


The case of the Town of Millis vs. Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority, seeking to declare its assessment on the town without providing 


service unconstitutional, is still pending in the Supreme Judicial Court and | 
hopefully will be resolved in 1973. 

The case of Cerulle vs. Town of Millis, which arose out of the bank robbery ~ 
in 1969, was finally terminated in December of 1972. This was an automobile 
death case in the amount of two million ($2,000,000.00) Dollars, resulting from 
from an accident following the bank robbery. The jury in the Norfolk County — 
Superior Court entered a judgment in favor of the town of Millis andin favor 
of both police officers involved. | 


Several other cases were argued in the Norfolk County Superior Court 
and many are presently pending. | 


Town counsel represented the board of selectmen before the alcoholic 
beverages commission on an appeal from a decision of that board and the 
matter was terminated in favor of the town of Millis. 


Eminent domain proceedings were instituted to implement the vote 
of the town meeting to provide land for a new sanitary disposal facility. A 
petition for assessment of damages from the taking of that land was filed 
against the town of Millis in the superior court and that matter is presently 
pending. 


During the year 1972, Milliston Road was accepted and that acceptance 
was implemented by the office of town counsel. During this same year my 
office implemented the final abandonment of a section of Lavender Street 
which was voted by the town many years ago. 


Town counsel has attended almost every selectmen’s meeting during 
the year 1972 and has given advice and opinions to almost every board, , 
department and committee within the town.

TRUSTEES AND STAFF 


The library continues to move forward with the encouragement of 
citizens and town officials. 


The meeting room was well used by these groups: council on aging study 
group, recreation committee, Citizens Scholarship Fund, geology club, 
Massachusetts Association for Children with Learning Disabilities - Millis 
Chapter, conservation committee, industrial development commission, 
Golden Lions Club (for meetings) and on each Wednesday morning by Millis 
senior citizens for the third year. 


Librarian Patricia Iseman, on invitation, gave book talks to the Women’s 
Fellowship of the Congregational Church, to the Dover Rd. nursery school 
and to St. Paul’s Episcopal Churchwomen. Mrs. Iseman also spoke before 
the Eastern Regional Library Group at Framingham Public Library. Her talk 
was on the previous year’s experiences when the senior citizen group library 
activities were funded by a special grant. Millis was the only library in 
Massachusetts to receive funds for this purpose. 


In March, the librarian escorted a group of mothers of children with 
learning disabilities to the Medford Public Library to look at a special 
collection of books for parents. Plans have been made to establish a small 
special collection of similar books at Millis to serve this need. 


The summer outdoor film program was held in July and August and well 
attended by up to 200 residents each week. This program was in its third 
year and is expected to continue. 


The summer reading club travelled to Sturbridge Village in August. It was 
an interesting, educational fun-experience for all. 


The story hour for ages 4-7 continues to be popular and well attended. 
Up to 35 children are regulars for this Thursday afternoon event, which 
begins in fall and continues to spring. 


The library staff removed many old and unused fiction books from the 
shelves in December to help alleviate serious overcrowding. This project 
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necessitated many hours of work in moving other collections into shelves 
made available. The overall result is a more up-to-date collection, more 
attractively arranged in available spaces. 


A special note of thanks for extra effort in the past year to staff member 
Mrs. Dorothy Drew, Forest Rd. She has worked faithfully with the senior 
citizen group to make them welcome and comfortable each week at the 
library. She has also spent many hours on her own in planning, study and 
preparation of materials for their use in the area of arts, crafts and handicrafts, 


The library trustees and staff wish to thank the townspeople for their 
continued financial support which makes the library program possible. 
We also wish to thank those who donated usable books, the Millis DPW. 
for its cooperation in snow removal and sign replacement, and the police 
department for excellent detective work in recovering a stolen item and 
for its help in our efforts to keep order in and around the library.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


During 1972, the first full year of sponsorship by the town, the Millis Rec- 
reation Department provided activities for nearly all age groups. It has been 
the goal of the department to serve the needs of the community in the area 
of recreation and leisure time activities through a quality program at a 
minimal cost. 


The Millis Community Center, home of the recreation department, has 
been a facility in the town which has brought many residents together in the 
community, whether for a meeting, recreation or social activity. 


Approximately four thousand persons were involved in the year-round 
programs. Many of these activities have been held in the community center 
while others have taken place in the school gymnasiums, school fields, town 
park, the tennis courts, the banks of the Charles River or other recreational 
facilities available within the community. 


The support of community agencies, organizations, individuals and volun- 
teers have contributed immeasurably to the success of the program during the 
year. Some of the agencies and organizations which helped so much include 
the Millis School Committee, Millis Public Works Department, Millis Police 
Department, Millis Lions Club and the Millis Library. 


Deserved recognition should also be given to the Suburban Press and the 
Milford Daily News for the continuous coverage given to the recreation 
department programs and activities. The news media has enabled the public 
to receive an accurate presentation of the recreational opportunities avail- 
able in the community. 


Since January 12, 1972, more than five hundred Millis residents have 
participated in twenty-three on-going activities of the recreation department. 
This represents over 14,000 hours of recreation provided at absolutely no 
cost to the participant residents of this community. These figures do not 
include special events in which 3600 people participated such as: Charles 
River Festival, teenage bus trip to Nantasket Beach, Easter Egg hunt, free 
senior citizen concert, first aid lecture, teenage bus trip to Horseneck Beach, 
Sunday bike riding, teenage roller skating party, and Christmas caroling with 
guitar classes. 
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The total cost ot the taxpayers of the town of Millis has been approximately 
$1896. It would have been impossible to mount a program of this magnitude 
for this small cost without the selfless voluntary contributions of countless 
Millis residents. Fifteen individuals have volunteered almost 3000 hours of 
their time as instructors and aids. 


I remain grateful to the board of selectmen for its support and confidence 
in the development of the recreation department. It is the goal of our depart- 
ment to make our theme “Recreation is for Everyone” come true by continuing 
to provide Millis residents of all ages with a variety of activities and the finest 
facilities possible.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 


At the regular meeting of the board of public works held on March 9, 1972, 
Mr. George DeAngelis was elected chairman, Mr. Jean Salvucci, clerk, and 
Mr. Thomas Lydon, third member. Mr. Richard Barrett was appointed ad- 
ministrator by the commissioners. 


In addition to its regular duties, the major projects completed were as 
follows: Article 41 - resurfacing of the two tennis courts; Article 49 - removal 
of the old narrow bridge on Ridge Street and replacement thereof with two 
culvert pipe arches as well as the rebuilding of headwalls; Article 54 - Farm 
Street water tank was drained, cleaned, sandblasted, painted, chlorinated 
and refilled with the exterior painting to be completed in the spring; 

Article 59 - improvements were made to the Richardson’s Pond skating area 
with the installation of 95 feet of 15” drainage pipe and a concrete headwall, 
gravel was spread along the banks to allow the ice to freeze more rapidly; a 
water extension between Shannon Lane and Morse Avenue was made to 
connect two dead end mains to improve circulation of water through the 
system; the sidewalk in front of the St. Thomas Church was completed with 
the installation of a retaining wall and 275 feet of concrete sidewalk. The 
park area had a full schedule of activities throughout the year. The tennis 
program was a complete success again this year with many youngsters and 
parents participating. Use of park land included the following activities; Pee- 
wee football, men’s softball, ladies softball, Little League farm team, Babe 
Ruth baseball and various summer recreation programs. The cemetery was 
well cared for throughout the year. Five hundred dollars was spent to pur- 
chase shrubs, flowers and flowering shrubs to enhance its beauty. There were 
23 burials during the year of 1972. The tree division was very busy during 
the year in removing dead trees, as well as spraying for diseases. Twenty-two 
trees were purchased and planted to replace some of those removed.

TECHNICAL SCHOOL PLANNING BOARD 


The Norfolk-Bristol Regional Vocational-Technical School Planning Board 
has been meeting twice a month for the past year. Much groundwork has been 
done in determining the requirements for formation of a regional vocational 
school district. Subcommittees were appointed in the areas of curriculum, 
population and finance, land and location. These committees have completed 
their work and plans have been finalized. 
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The curriculum committee has presented a course of studies which covers

1500 pupils and will be located in Norfolk. The cost of the school construc-

As time goes on, it is apparent the need for such facilities becomes more 
pressing. In view of the town’s financial condition and the 18-month fiscal 
year, it was felt that this item is not a priority one at this time but it is re- 
commended that the committee be continued.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The board organized at a special meeting held March 7. Gordon W. 
McFetridge was elected chairman and Donald M. Kuhn, clerk. Joseph L. 
Travers, Jr., elected in 1972 to his first term, is the third member. 


Regular meetings were scheduled for alternate Mondays but, again, 
the press of business made weekly and special meetings necessary very 
frequently. 


The disposal of solid wastes consumed much time and effort on the part 
of the board of selectmen again this year. The town officially took posses- 
sion of Parcel 32 on Island Road, as authorized by the 1972 annual town 
meeting, through an eminent domain order of taking signed by the board 
of selectmen on May 25, 1972. Nicholas Bruno, former owner of the prop- 
erty, is contesting the award of $24,000. 


Because title in the property rested with the town immediately upon 
signing of the order of taking, we proceeded with the planning for a sanitary 
landfill operation. As mandated by our bylaws, bids for the design and 
engineering of the landfill operation were advertised. Following the bid 
opening on June 19, the contract was awarded to Linenthal, Eisenberg and 
Anderson, Engineers, of Boston, the low bidders. LEA has made several pro- 
gress reports and is expected to present definitive plans the early part of 1973. 


A regional disposal operation is believed to be more of a long term 
solution to this problem of solid waste disposal and to this end an article 
was included in the warrant of the November 13 special town meeting. The 
article, an outgrowth of a committee formed by the Southwest Area 
Selectmen’s Coordinating Committee, of which Millis is a member, called 
for the creation of a special, unpaid committee consisting of three members 
from each participating town to be known as a regional disposal planning 
committee. Following approval by the voters, Moderator Philip J. Gavin 
named E. Peter Bosse, who has served the town well on previous disposal in- 
vestigating committees including the SWASCC committee; John J. Sullivan 
and Edward J. Cronin. The first meeting of the regional committee was 
scheduled for February 7, 1973. 


Operating regional facilities are not expected to be available for at least 
10 years and we therefore feel Millis must press ahead on its own to bridge 
the gap between the future regional disposal facility and our current dump, 
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_ which was once again cited by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health 

_ in December for violations of the state code. It is anticipated recommendations 

_ will be made to the voters at the annual town meeting for some implementation 
_ of the sanitary landfill operation on Parcel 32. 


During 1972 the federal government fully paid the wages of four municipal 
_ employees. In addition to the recreation supervisor, clerk and automotive 

_ mechanic employed under the Emergency Employment Act late in 1971, 

_ Lawrence H. Brackett joined the police force as a patrolman in May of 1972. 


The federally sponsored Neighborhood Youth Corps was active in Millis 
during the summer of 1972 for the first time and two young people were also 
hired by EEA for summer work. Through these two programs 10 teenagers . 


_ were paid by the federal government for varying lengths of time during the 


school summer vacation. Although the processing of applications and admin- 
istrative work by the selectmen’s office and the supervision required of the 
departments for which the youths worked, the school, police and public 
works departments, added burdens to the supervisors, it was generally felt 
the program was successful and worthwhile in a period of scarce summer jobs 
for teenagers. All departments would have preferred more advance notice to 
allow better utilization of the teenagers’ abilities and talents. 


One recent federal innovation which may lift some of the pressure on the 
_ local property taxes is revenue sharing. Millis received almost $79,000 for 
the year 1972. The funds have been invested by Treasurer William Mallette 

and may be appropriated by vote of town meeting for specific purposes. 


Fulfilling a need felt for a number of years, the bylaws were compiled and 
printed in pamphlet form and are available to residents at the town office 
_ without charge. They were printed under the auspices of the selectmen after 
_ being compiled by Town Clerk Arthur D. Thorne and reviewed by Town 
Counsel John F. St. Cyr. 


Alcoholic beverage license fees were increased by the board at the end of 
1972 and receipts turned over to the town for 1972 represented an additional 
; $1900 as a result. In addition, electrical wiring permit fees were increased 

_ shortly after the 1972 annual town meeting authorized payments to the 
_ wire inspectors of a straight salary plus payments based on the number of 
__ Permits issued. Under this method, payments to the wire inspectors will 
_ more accurately reflect the amount of work required and fees collected. 
Previously the wire inspector was paid a flat salary at a rate higher than the 
current salary. The 1973 annual town meeting warrant will contain a pro- 
posal to pay the building inspectors on a basis resembling that of the wire 
inspectors. 


258 ANNUAL REPORT 


For the first time Millis joined in collective purchasing and, as arranged 
by the town of Medfield, received bids and awarded contracts for road salt 
through the Millis DPW at a saving of more than $6 a ton. 


The town has realized the return of several thousand dollars in recent 
years as the result of taking part in an anti-trust suit brought by the attorney 
general against several firms supplying copper piping. Another action was 
instituted by the attorney general in 1972 in connection with gypsum 
wallboard purchases. Information was prepared and sent to the attorney 
general for use in this suit and we hope to realize some return as a result. 

In both cases the information furnished related to municipal construction, 
more particularly the junior-senior high school addition in the latter case. 


Civil service lists were not available during the year and as a result there 
are three positions which are currently filled by non-civil service police 
officers. 


Approval of state funds for the school zone on Plain Street was not re- 
ceived until the end of 1972. It is hoped the construction will be under- 
taken and completed in the spring. 


The construction of the subdivision of homes off Farm Street was a mat- 
ter of concern during 1972 and twice almost resulted in court action by 
the town. Purchasers moved into several homes the end of the year without 
occupancy permits having been issued. We felt this was a disregard of town 
regulations by those building or selling the homes, not by those purchasing 
them; but, since some of the safety inspections had not been made, we were 
forced to notify the new residents they might be required to vacate. At this 
writing all of the occupied houses have been inspected and the necessary 
occupancy permits issued. We sincerely hope this has put builders and sellers 
alike on notice that the town intends to see its building, safety and other 
requirements are fulfilled and that failure to comply will not be tolerated. 


One Village Street property owner attended a number of selectmen’s 
meetings as the result of pressure by this board to correct alleged housing 
violations, Many of the safety and health hazards have been corrected; but 
there is a basic zoning violation believed to be in existence at the property. 
Town counsel has been requested to proceed against the property owner 
and a petition is being readied for filing in court. 


Space for departments such as those normally housed in a town hall is 
of growing importance. The assessors are located in a building which would 
be charitably called substandard. The building, wire and plumbing inspectors 
work from the same office as the board of health and two clerks, It is stand- 
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ing room only at many of the selectmen’s meetings and participants must 
often squeeze in and then relinquish their places to others so that business 
may be conducted. The tax collector, treasurer and others operate out of 
their homes. In other words, the acquisition of a new town hall is something 
Millis must face before very long if order is to be maintained for the business 
aspect of town affairs. 


Looking forward to 1973, there are several improvements planned. In 
connection with our desire to encourage efficient business practices, an 
accounting system is being formulated for the schools which will give that 
department up-to-the-minute information on funds available and committed. 
The school department spends about two-thirds of the money needed to 
run the town and current data should be a very valuable tool for the school 
committee in the handling of the money entrusted to them by the tax- 
payers. 


Another project is the replacement of the small, old fashioned street 
lights with mercury vapor lamps. The cost will be relatively small and 
result in four times the light. 


A third project will be legitimatizing stop signs. We have a number of 
stop signs which were installed over the years as necessity dictated and 
without official sanction of the state. The project will require the cooper- 
ation of the police department and of the state and local departments of 
public works. 


The finance committee has borne the brunt of preparing and planning 
for the 18-month fiscal year under the leadership of Charles Levine, chair- 
man; James Murphy, vice chairman; and Everett Adams, clerk. The year and 
a half period, encompassing a number of double first-of-the-year financing 
arrangements, added to the usual heavy burden experienced by finance 
committees during budget time. 


The biggest advantage of the fiscal year change as cited by its proponents 
is the reduction of borrowing costs. By the tim. it became clear the imple- 
mentation of the fiscal year change would not be postponed again, so many 
problems had been encountered many town officials seriously questioned 
whether the advantages outweighed the disadvantages. Some refinements 
of the law are expected to be enacted by the legislature during the early part 
of 1973. Nevertheless, it has been a traumatic time for the finance committee 
and those preparing budgets and it portends an even more traumatic time 
for the taxpayers. 
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At the moment, and this is one of the facets that may be changed by the 
legislature early in 1973, there will be one tax bill sent to property owners 
for the entire 18-month period. Taxpayers looking at the amount of their 
property tax bill without reflecting that only two-thirds of it represents the 
taxes for a calendar year, may have some pretty unpleasant moments. As the 
law stands now, the one tax bill will show the entire amount due for the 
18 months. Two-thirds will be due no later than November 1 and the balance 
of one-third in May of 1974. 


As this report shows, the year has been busy indeed but, with all members 
working hard together, has been a fruitful one.
